Man faces 
charges over 
fire threats

MALIBU, Calif. — A donvicted child . 
molester was charged Monday with threat- 
ening to set- wildfires in revenge for the 
seizure of his property, but prosecutors said 
they hadn’t linked him to recent arson 
firestorms. 

Firefighters, meanwhile, stamped out hot 
spots in the 19,00p-ncre Malibu wildfire, 
and schools reopened for the first time 
since the blaze struck. 

Thomas Lee Larsen, 43, was charged 

'with one count of moiling a threat to.dam- 

age or destroy by means of fire. The threat 
.was in letters mailed to police agencies and 
homes. 

Larsen, who was arrested Sunday, didn't- . 
ontcr a pleh at his anuignment Monday. A 
Nov. 23 hearing was set before U.S. Mag- 
istrate Judge Carolyn Turehin. 

He faces a .maximum of five years in 
prison and a S250.000 Fine if convicted. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Charles Eick rc- \ 
fused a request to post bond for Larsen, 
saying be posed a danger to the communi- 
ty. 

Larsen’s arraignment attorney, Phillip 
Bronson, asked for SI 00,000 bail secured 
by the equity in Larsen’s parents’ home. 
Bronson said Larsen lived with his parents 
and would not .want to hurt them. 

. Larsen also applied for a court-appointed 
attorney. • 

U.^i Attorney Tcrrec Bowers said prose- 
cutors had not linked Laisen to any of the 
26 Southern California wildfires that killed 
three people and destroyed more than 1,000 
structures, mostly homes, during the past 
two weeks.

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Justice Blackmun turns 85, thinks ‘Roe’ locked in

WASHINGTON — Supreme-Court 
Justice Harry A. Blncknlun’s eyes grew 
wider with surprise and he hurried to his 
desk to retrieve a chart of former justiccs. 

A quick scan confirmed that, indeed, 
the author of the 1973 decision legalizing 
abortion is the fourth oldest person ever to 
serve on the nation’s highest court. 

He’ll become the third oldest before the 
current court term ends in June. 

“Holy smokes. I hadn’t been ojjprc of 
that,” said a chuckling Blackmun, who 
turns 85 Friday. “I may have to start pack- 


ing my things.” 

But he turned serious before answering 
the next question: Is {his term Blackmun’s 
last? • , 

“1 prefer not to comment on that yet, ’ 
he said in an interview with The Associat- 
ed Press: “1 know how old 1 am. One is ns 
old as he feels, nnd I feel pretty well.” 
Blackmun is best known for Roe vs. 
Wade and for his role in subsequent abor- 
tion rulings. 

It’s made him the most vilified 
Supreme Court member in history, the re- 
cipient of more thnn 60,000 pieces of hate 
mail in the post two decades. 


For years, the court appeared on the 
verge of overturning Roe vs. Wade and 
letting states outlaw abortion once again. 
But a ruling last year reaffirmed women’s 
constitutional right to end their pregnan- 
cics. 

“I think it’s now a settled issue with this 
court,” Blackmun said. “There isn’t the 
same emotional reaction. there. once was 
among the justices. We’ve weathered the 
storm.” . V — 

Ruth Bader Ginsburg, considered a 
strong supporter of a right to abortion, has 
joined the court since last year’s ruling. 
And any successor to Blackmun chosen 


by President Clinton is likely to hold sim- 
ilar views. 

Blackmun, the court's senior member, 
has contemplated -and talked about retir- 
ing before. Now his three daughters ore- 
lobbying him to leave, the life-tenure job 
he’s held since 1970 and tnovc to Florida. 

Blackmun acknowledged that Byron R. 
White, a mere 75, “beat me to the punch” 
by retiring last June. 

White’s move ended great inside-the- , 
Beltway Speculation about Clinton’s first 
opportunity to make a Supreme Court ap- 
pointment. And it ended a running gag be- 
tween White and Blackmun.

Secrecy surrounds agreement 

Only a week until Congress gets to speak 
the people's mind about n devastating trade 
agreement two countries’ presidents hatched 
' in secret. At first, our Commerce Department 
wouldn’t allow even Ralph Nader to sec the 
document. Then, under pressure, it allowed 
him onc-hour. Tliat to examine a 1,400 page 
document abounding in obscure references 

and legalcsc. Later, thcGommcrce Depart- 
ment released a 38-page summary that omit- 
ted, obscured and even contradicted wlmt 
. was in the parent agreement. 

Since his election, our president has spent 
untold hours of his and other public officials’ 
time promoting this agreement aV'Wc thc 
people” have become increasingly suspicious 
and alarmed about what it would do to our 
jobs, our resources, our budget and our ^ 
sovereignty. l-or'inSRlncc: Licensed profes- 
sionals from the North American Free Trade 
Agreement countries could com&uv freely to 
practice jrcre without needing United States 
licenses. Foreign contractors could bid on 
government contracts. 

’ Wc would have to allow free export of 
timber, .minerals, water by foreign Countries 
who would process them in low-wage facto- 
ries and then scll thc products in competition 
with U.S.-made products. Foreign business 
owners could freely take all their profits 
home with them uniaxed. All trade disputes 


and corporate business groups now until 
Congress vote? on the North American Free 
i Trade Agreement. 

The White House is proposing that the 
shortfall from lost Mexican import tariffs, re- 
sulting from NAFTA, will be met from sav- 
ings of$182 million the U.S. government will 
realize due to lower deficiency payments 
mode by the Commodity Credit Corp. The as- 
sumption is that commodity prices will rise as 
export levels to Mexico increase. Nice try, 
but that one’s bouncing off the rim in the 
fourth quarter. . 

If anything, history proves the opposite. 

For example, U.S. agricultural exports in- 
creased from $38 billion in-1984 to $42 bil- — 
lion in 1992 - a 1 2 percent increase. During 
this same period, average com prices dropped 
23 percent from $2.67 per bushel in 1984 to 
$2.05 per bushel in 1992. Average soybean 
prices dropped 8 percent, wheat 4 percent and 
milk 2 percent between 1984 and 1992. In 
fact, as the Increases in agricultural exports 
started to climb sharply upwanl in the 1980’s, 
250,000 farm and ranch families left the pro- 
fession. They certainly didn’t leave because 
exports were providing them with an opportu- 
nity to expand their operations or because 
farming was becoming more profitable. 

. Unfortunately, the government’s line of 
reasoning is more than a simple miscalcula- 
■ tion. It is representative of the flawed think- 
ing that has crippled producers over the past 
decade. Most likely commodity prices will go 
down, not up, as buyers will have more pro- 
ducers vying for their purchases. 

I am not against trade and I believe that we 
arc very much in need of a. trade agreement 
with Mexico. Proponents tell us the current 
NAFTA is the only game plan. Don’t believe

" 'TflsTrighiehing thht our courts arc more ' 
concerned with Their own power and prbcc,- 
durcs and for protecting the status quo that 
they are with justice. I make that accusation 
-not flippantly in support of Leonard, but 
sadly from first-hand experience. 

If wc ollqwjnjusticeto prevail for one 
man, then wc setthe precedent for all men 
and fertilize the seedbed of tyranny. It is 
long past due that Leonard Peltier have his 
day in court to prove his innocence or he 
should be set free by presidential clemency.
